An Indian Landed Aristocracy. 


New Tonk, November 13.—A Washington 
special to the Sun, says: Ons ot the most 
striking passages in the annual report of 
Commissioner J. D. C. Atkins, which has just 


beea printed, shows the workings of an 
Indian landed arist.cracy under the present 
tribal system of hoiding reservations. It ap- 
pears that the chief cultivation of the tribal 
lands is done by a few rich men and enter. 
prising red men who pocket all the proceeds 
and pay no rent to the tribe as a 
whole. Of coarse, their piea ia that if 
any other members of the tribe choose to till 
their lands, they are at liberty to do so; but it 
appears that in the Indian Territory, where 
some verv large aggregate crops are raised on 
lands beld in common by partiy civilized 
tribes, the wealthier and more influential In- 
dians have monopolized the best lands and 
much more than would be their share under 
an equal division in severalty. Commissioner 
Atkins accordingly points out the 
present system of land te nure 
among the red men is working very 
badly, and that the Government ought to in- 
tervene and divide the land held in the In- 
dian Territory into lots of 160 acres for each 
bead ofa family and halt as much for eacn

Baron de Worm’s Advice to the Conserva- 


Special Cablegram to the Post- 
Lonpon, November 13.—Matthew Arnold de- 
Uvered an extremely felicitous farewell ad- 
Gress last night to the schoolmaster of the 
Westminster District, who presented him 
with ai testimonial on die retire- 
ment from the office of School 
Inspector. After an interesting autobiograph- 
ical sketch, inthe course of which he said 
he adopted school-teaching as a line of life, in 
order to marry the lady who was with him 
there, he concluded by giving the teachers be- 
fore him counsel, and making a refiection. 
The cunsel was to insist upon having a minis- 
ter of education; the reflection was in the 


anxious outlook of the new 
times. When the old influences are

gaid Mr. Arnoid, plenty of deleterious and 
detestable influences of the journalist 
in one place—in another, influence 
of politicians; in some places, both.

THE INTERNATIONAL EXPOSITION. 

At last, after repeated public demands and 
private expostulations, the Executive Com- 
mittee of the series of International Exhibi- 
tions here has produced some balance sheets. 
Their figures are even worse than 
has been suspected. Public patronage 
in every way exceeded all anticipa- 
tion, yet there is practically a deficit 
onthe whole four shows. The fisheries ex- 
hibition left a surplus of £4,750; the health 
exhibition a surplus of £15,880, and the 
invention exhibition swaliowed up over 
£12,000. This surplus ended with a deficit of 
over £5,000. All that the Council can promise 
about the Colonial Exhibition which has just 
closed is that no call will be made for guaran- 
tors. 

WATTS’ COLLECTION. 

George Frederick Watts, who declared eight 
months ago asa patriotic Englishman his in- 
tention to bequeath his pictures tothe Nation, 
bas resolved to present them forthwith if the 
gift is acceptable. He has therefore sent 
arandom selection to the South Kensington 
museum for the people to see. My idea, 
he says, ‘‘in thus seeking a verdict is, if 
my fellow-countrymen approve me, I may be 
in a position to ask for a place in the 
International gallery, which is now 
used as a ware-room.’’ In an interview 
he bas given us the following definition of his 
alms as an artist: In the work of life, I set 
myself to two definite missions or 
objects. First, to the end that art should 
have that kind of elevation, which 
should place it on a level with 
great poetry. Second, tosupply a better sym- 
bol of death than the proverbial skull and 
cross-bones. In fact, to show the great 
marauderas in my ‘tone and death,’ and 
the messenger ot death not as a hideous, re- 
pulslve enemy, but as a kindly and irresisti- 
ble messenger. 

LE CROCODILE. 

Sardou’s forthcoming play, Le Crocodile, 
is the talk ot Paris. It will be the great theat 
real event of the winter. Le Crocodile“ 
gives him no end ot labor, owing 
to the importance of the mise en scene. 
There are eight tableaux in it. The 
dramatic personnel comprises a large 
variety of characters. The first two tableaux 
take place on board of a ship, which gives its 
name to the comedy, and which is bound 
for Bolivia. The passengers include 
types ot all nations. Chief among 
them are an old Dutchman, his 
young wife, an eccentric English lady, a 
scheming American and a gay Frenchman.

PROF. ADLER CHATS ABOUT THE PROGRESS 


OF THE LIBERAL MOVEMENT.

The Apostie of Free Thought Arrives from 
New York-The F oundatien of the New 


York Seciety—Ite Work and Purposes— 
The Spread of the Idea-Practical Work 
Inaugurated inthe Metropolis—An Inter- 
esting Talk on the Subject—His Address 
To-Night. 


Prof. Felix Adler, the founder of the Society 
of Ethicai Cultarein New York ana the chief 
promoter ofthe aims ofthis organization, 
arrived here this morning and registered 
at the Southern. Shortly after Prot. 
Adler had breakfasted a PosT-DIsPpaTcH 
reporter found him in the rotunds 
smoking a cigar and meditatingly watching 
the passing throng. Prof, Adler is nota strik- 
ing-looking man atfirst glance. He is below 
medium height, with a spare reddish beard 
and ahead partially bald. A few words con- 
versation with him is sufficient to demonstrate 
that he is a man of superior intelligence, a clear 
and concise thinker, accustomed to bending 
bis mind toa thoughtful and careful consid- 
eration of all subjects brought before him. 

He isa fiuent conversationalist and while 
not at all obtrusive in his opinions is ready to 
explain them whenever called upon to do so, 
He chatted pleasantly about the progress of 
the society and hia plans for the future. Prof. 
Adler was educated for the Jewish ministry, 
and in this way bis attention was turned in the 
direction of religious investigation 
and thought. The Jewish belief, however, 
he found too narrow for him and 
he gave upthe ministry, occupying the post 
of professor of religious history in Cornell 
University.. He first up the idea which 
afterwards developed into the Society for 
Ethical Culture about eleven years ago, and 
having lectured several times, was invited to 
deliver lectures regularly in New York City on 
— on ect. The society was formed ten years 

ro. Since then it has grown to 600 members, 
ich includes a number of families, makin 
in all something in the neighborhood of 1. 
actual members. Outeide of New York there 
are new societies modeled after the New York 
body in Philadelphia, Chicago and thie city, 
THE BEGINNING OF THE SOCIETY. 

How did you happen to conceive the idea 
of forming such a society?“ asked the re- 
porter. 

Having thrown off my own creed I found a 
large number of persons who had departed 
from their beliefs and yet who had 
nothing to supply their places and were with- 
out means of moral and 1 2 culture and 
growth. Out ot this grew the society, There 
is only one requisite to membership and that 
is good character. We do not require any one 
to subscribe to any fixed creed. A member 
can believe whatever he or ete pleases. We 
only ask that their belief shall not interfere 
with the belief ot any other member. We ask 
entire freedom for each mind to fol- 
low its orn reason and convic- 
tions. Persons of any creed, of any 
denomination can come to us and are at lib- 
erty to express any opinion on any subject be- 
It is afily an opinion, how- 
that too much ener is 
u re- 
ligious beliefs, in fighting over questions of 
the future life, of doctrine, of the nature of 
God and other ‘tbings which, in my view, are 
not essentials to proper conduct here. This 
energy, we say, should de de- 
voted to discussing proper con- 
duct, to working better mankind, 
to discovering, if bes. how men and 
women should act in all the relations in life to 
secure the best good for themselves and 
others. How to live rightly under all circum- 
stances I consider of vastiy more importance 
than what to believe as to the future life. The 
future life will take care of itself. 

THE PRINCIPLE OF RIGHTEOUSNESS. 

Right, continued Prot. Adler, is the 
central aim of our society. We try to look 
at all things from an ethical standpoint.. In 
my lectures, for instance, Iaddress myself to 
the discussion of ail private and pubiic ques- 
tions.

SCHAEFER’S STARTLING SHOTS. 


The World’s Champion Executes Some Won- 
derful Feats With the Cue. 


A few evenings aco, Jake Schaefer, the 
champion bDiiliard player of the world, amused 
a number of frienas with a few samples of his 
fancy shots, and, to say the least, they were 
startling in the extreme. To an ordinary bill- 
lard player, these marvelous feats, 
with nothing but a simple cue to 
execute them, would seem, when proposed, 


utterly impossibie. Of course the world’s 
champion did not succeed in his first or sec- 
ond attempt, but to sacceed at all was a won- 
der in itself. The first shot attempted was a 
masse, making four cushions before count- 
ing. This shot is called the ‘‘Schaefer shot,’’ 
for the reason that no one but the champion 
has ever succeeded in making it. The shot is 
this: The cue ball is placed in the corner. the 
two others near to each other and about six 
inches out from it. The oue ball must be 
made to touch one of them and after making 
four cushions without leaving the corner, 
count on the third. In the sketches 
below the cue dall is marked a’ 

passing over it. The course it 


takes

after leaving the cue is indicated by the curved 
dotted line. It will be seen that after leaving 
the cue the ball touched the red bali on the 
left, massed to cushion No. 1, crossed the 
corner to cushion No. 2, crossed again to 
cushion No. 1, back again to cushion 
No. 2, and then took a straight 
outward course counting on the white to the 
right. After six trials Schaefer made the shot 
and elicited enthusiastic applause. He made 
it by avery heavy masse which would have 
ruined the table had the cue been in the 
hands of one less expert. 

The second shot was a ‘‘forced follow,’’ and 
is one ofthe most difficult of fancy shots. 
Four balls are necessary in it. 
One is placed in the corner, the other 
three in the regular ‘‘follow’’ position, 


The cue is applied for a — effect, but is 
used with such terrific force that it akes the 
ball follow. Whenthe cue ball encotinters the 
third ball the cue or onward force Is ab- 
sorbed, and the draw! motion only being 
left, it comes back and counts on the ball in 
the ‘corner.
